"P ota to c ontr ol” does the follow­ 
ing things: 
T h e Secre tary of 
Agriculture

poses a quota on each fanner , telling : 
him how many bushels of potatoes he 
may raise. 
If a farmer raises in ex ­ 
cess of Hie quota, he must july a p ro ­ 
hibitive tax. in effect a fine of 45 cents 
Iou each bushel. That is just about the 
whole value of a bushel. 
T h e re are 
.slightly unde r 3,000,000 fa r m e rs who 
raise potatoes. 
Only 
tin- negligible 
n u m b e r who raise and sell h as than 
five bushels are exempt. 
In order to enforce 
“ potato 
con ­ 
trol,” the act says furth er: “ All po 
tatoes harv es ted 
after 
Dece mber I, 
1935, and sold in the United States, 
shall Im- packed in closed and ma iked 
containers to which shall 
I m - attached 
tax st amps or tax exemption st am p s.” 
Two Requirement*
